Washington —S-— President 


Eisenhower and Secretary of 
State Dulles confer today on a 
new Russian note agreeing to 
talk about ways of policing any 
ban on nuclear tests. 


In an initial reaction yester- 


day, the White House welcomed 
that part of a note from Russian 
Premier Khrushchev but ex- 
pressed hope any talks could be 
broadened to include a study of 
a wider range of disarmament 
problems. 


The note was delivered to the 


state department Saturday, and 
Moscow radio broadcast a sum- 
mary of it yesterday. 


Moscow radio quoted the note 


as saying Russia would agree 
to the limited 
its serious doub 
t i m e , however. Khrushchev 
called -again for the U n i t e d 
States and Russia to halt their 
own nuclear tests and rejected 
Eisenhower's proposal for an 
Arctic inspection zone. 


Dulles Returns 


Eisenhower and Dulles were 


expected to confer promptly on 
Khrushchev's note after Dulles" 
afternoon return to Washington. 
He spoke in Minneapolis 5'ester- 
day en route back from a week- 
long round of diplomatic con- 
ferences in Europe. 


In that speech. Dulles reas- 


serted U. S. interest in a polar 
inspection systen ''so that none 
need fear that these new polar 
routes will be traveled by 
bombers or by missiles unleash- 
ing surprise attack."

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Give a Thought to a Bomb Attack 


Last 
week during Operation Alert 


"Wisconsin's civil defense workers joined 
\v:th those of oiher states in an intense, 
almost desperate effort to work out. in 
theory and on paper, an adequate defense 
against an enerr.y attack with hydrogen 
bombs. 


In W^consLn and across the nation 


r>ecpie •aho were r.ot engaged directly in 
civil defense 
work went 
aboiii their 


business giving litiie thought to the prob- 
lems which were besetting the defense 
%vorkers. 
Many glanced casually at the 


headlines and hastily turned to more 
pleasant things. But for those willing to 
face the problem, the reports on Operation 
Alert tell a dramatic story. 


As the Droolerr. was outlined, the nation 


was attacked by 500 bombers. Our defense 
forces shot down nearly 100 o£ them but 
more than 400 got through to drop bombs 
in or near some 270 cities. This brought 
damage or danger to every county in the 
United States. Wisconsin had enough to do 
in considering the damage resulting from 
bombs which hit in or near Superior. Green 
Bay and Milwaukee. But in considering our 
local problems it is well to remember that 
there would be little chance of much help 
coming to us from outside. 


It is difficult to imagine the problems 


caused by 275.000 dead and 87,000 injured 
in Milwaukee. 27.000 dead and 11.000 in- 
jured in Racine, 18.000 dead and 8.000 
injured in Kenosha. 478 killed and 327 
injured in Superior, 17.000 killed in Green 
Bay. 


But the dead and injured were only 


part of the problem for the civil defense 
workers. The Green Bay casualties were 
held down because the city had received 
a warning two and a half hours before the 
bomb struck and the business of evacuating 
people from the city had progressed rapidly. 
Ic theory the defense workers had suc- 
ceeded in moving 106.000 persons out of 
Brown county to Shawano, Outagamie, 
Marinette. Oconto and Waupaca counties. 


Imagine the difficulties of such an 


evacuation! Imagine the problems of mov- 
ing, of finding shelter for them, of feeding 
them, of providing hospital care for the 
ill and the injured. Imagine this and then 
consider that the problem had only started 
with the evacuation. The work in this 
vicinity was jus: well underway when 
reports came from Minneapolis and Su- 
perior of a new danger. The bombs dropped 
on those cities had polluted the atmosphere 
with radioactive fallout and this death- 
dealing material was being carried across 
the state on a 23-mile-an-hour wind in two 
corridors, one in the southern half of the 
state 170 miles wide and another across 
the north half from Superior across Door 
County 60 miles wide. 


These deadly belts covered much of the 


territory occupied by refugees from the 
combed cities. The civil defense workers 
altered their plans many times. More than 


hah" 
of the state's food supply was found 


to be contaminated. Much of the remainder 
had to be transported to get it to the 
thousands of people who had escaped into 
the sparsely settled areas. In an actual 
bombing days, weeks and months might 
pass before anything like normal conditions 
could be restored. Every hour of that time 
would bring new difficulties. 


No one believes that everything can be 


anticipated by working out such alerts on 
paper. But many important things are 
learned which may help people to survive 
in the event of an attack. It is well to note 
that the experts say the 17.000 counted 
dead in Green Bay were those who failed or 
refused to move. Those closely engaged in 
this thankless, unappreciated work say they 
are learning important new ways of operat- 
ing each year. We hope they will keep on 
trying. 


It is well that most citizens are not 


worried or frightened by the accounts of 
the alert. But they should be grateful to 
those who are giving so much to this 
effort to defend them in case of an attack. 


Do Some Heads Need Knocking Together? 


A "feud" between Appieton's Civil De- 


fense Director Robert Beltrone and Outa- 
gamie county's Civil Defense Coordinator 
Andrew J. Scniltz. which apparently has 
been smouldering for some time, has 
broken into the open.t; Basically, each 
charges the other with inefficiency and 
refusal to cooperate. "Whatever the truth 
in eithers charges, it is obvious that 
neither the city's nor the county's civil 
defense program can operate as it should 
under these conditions. 


And this is no laughing matter. Civil 


defense is a deadly serious business — the 
adequacy of our program here might. some~~ 
day, mean the difference between life and 
death for thousands of our people. It is 
not just a matter of the Russians dropping 
a bomb on Appleton; a bomb dropped on 
Milwaukee or Zvladison or Green Bay would 
flood this area with refugees and if arrange- 
ments to take care of them were not made,

As an example of the kind of 
disaster few people think about — but 
which might happen — someone recently 
pointed out that a railroad ear filled with 
deadly chlorine might tip over right in the 
middle of Appleton some day. Are we 
prepared to handle such an emergency? 


Thus it is not only disgraceful 
but 


downright dangerous that the city and 
county civil defense departments should 
be ngnTing each uiuer idLlicj. thaii working 
together. We haven't the slightest idea who 
is right and who is wrong in this argument 
— or whether both are wrong — but 
obviously both the city council and the 
county board should investigate the matter 
thoroughly and set things to rights with 
the least possible delay.
